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S. O. 440(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (i) of section 25 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962) and in supersession of notification of the Government 
of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revonue & Insurance) No. 15 Customs, dated 
the 14th January, I97C the Central Government, being satisfied that it is neccssaT in the public 
Interest so to do, hereby exempts goods specified in column (2) of the Table below, when imported 
into India, from the duty of customs leviable thereon to the extent indicated in the corresponding 
entry In column (3) of the said Table, subject to the conditions specified in the corresponding entry 
in column (4) thereof.
